Silver Star Awarded 
Captain Truman Raley 


CHAPLAIN TRUMAN RALEY 


The Hamlin Herald is always glad 1 
to hear of the safety, successes, and 1 
the honors of our boys in service. 
Sometimes information of honors j 
awarded to our boys, comes to us 
late, and this is the case about Cap- j 
tain Truman Raley, Chaplain in the 
United States Army, seeing service 
on the German battle-front. The of­ 
ficial announcement of the award to 
Chaplain Raley of the Silver Star 
for gallantry in action and the Pur­ 
ple Heart for wounds sustained in 
the same action, was sent to his wife 
in North Carolina, was later pub­ 
lished in a daily paper there, and 
later was sent to his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. A. V. Raley, who reside 
east of Hamlin. 
The announcement reads as fol­ 
lows: 
“ Chaplain Raley, w h i l e serving 
with an Armored Field Artillery Bat­ 
talion voluntarily and courageously 
moved about under a heavy enemy 
artillery and mortar barrage, admin­ 
istering first aid, cheer and spiritual 
comfort to wounded men. Disregard­ 
ing h i s personal s a f e t y , 
with 
thoughts only of the sufferings and 
wants 
of 
his 
wounded 
comrades, 
Chaplain Raley unselfishly and un­ 
ceasingly remained with 
the men, 
constantly exposed to danger until 
they were evacuated to safety. He 
continued his search for other in­ 
jured men in the area and while 
picking his way through the falling 
shells, was wounded. The willingness 
to be of service and the courageous 
attitude and the devotion to duty 
displayed by Chaplain Raley reflect 
great credit upon himself, his pro­ 
fession, and the Army of the United 
States.” 
Capt. Raley has been overseas for 
28 months, first being stationed with 
a hospital unit in England. This unit 
was moved to 
North Africa and 
during that campaign he sought a 
transfer to the Field Artillery in or­ 
der to be with a combat unit. The 
request was denied but a few months 
later he renewed his request and this 
time it was granted. He served in 
the field for the remainder o f the 
North African campaign and through­ 
out the Sicilian campaign and moved 
into France where he is new serv­ 
ing. 
Capt. Raley was graduated from 
Oklahoma B a p t i s t University at 
Shawnee and from the Southwest- 
prn Baptist Theological Seminary at 
Fort 
Worth. He

during his undergraduate days and
